While no absolute declaration of 
ho stilities has yet been made, the 
pro spects for a general strik e on the 
entire Unio n Pacific 
system are 
mo st ex cellent. 
The men are not inclined to ac­ 
cept the general reduction of lop er 
cent in wages proposed, and in re­ 
turn hav e made counter proposi­ 
tio ns to the company. 
The chief 
o f these is to the effect that the men 
will lend to the company io per 
cent o f their wages, to be returned 
o n January 1, 189 4, without inter­ 
est. 
No answer has been made to 
this as y et, it having been submitted 
o nly y esterday 
as the result of meet­ 
ings o f the men held Sunday. 
This pro po sitio n, the men say, is 
final and is all they will accept. 
A 
representativ e o f the company re­ 
marked that such incendiary talk 
wo uld precipitate a strik e sooner 
than any thing else. A visit among 
the men emplo y ed at Omaha yes­ 
terday sho wed them generally uni­ 
ted upo n the proposition to loan 
the co mpany 1 0 per cent of their 
wages until January 1, 189 4. - 
The men argue that they have 
felt the sting o f hard times as much 
as the co mpany , reduced train ser­ 
v ice and bad business during July 
and August cutting their salaries 
do wn co nsiderably . 
An utterance by one of the heads 
o f the departments, giv ing them the 
cue to anticipate a refusal upon the 
part o f the co mpany to go into the 
lo aning business except through le­ 
gitimate banking channels, is recall­ 
ed with pungent significance. 
West o f the Colorado line the 
men are in greater straits than in 
Nebraska o r Kansas, and they will 
fight reductio n to the last notch, 
co mplicating matters considerably. 
A peaceful so lutio n of the question 
is no t in sight, and General Mana­ 
ger Dickinso n no doubt recognizes 
this by the v ery careful and con­ 
serv ativ e tone he has resumed to­ 
ward the men in discussing the 
pro blems o f moment so far as his 
emplo y es are concerned. 
While he 
po o h-po o hs any 
talk of a strik e he 
nev ertheless recognizes the gravity 
o f the situatio n.

The strike inaugurated by the 
trainmen on the Louisville 
and 
Nashv ille railroad 
at Evansville, 
Ind., and at Howell Sunday night 
ended last night by the men return­ 
ing to wo rk o n 
the conditions agreed 
upo n at the meeting of the delegates 
and 
the 
co mpany ’s officials at 
Lo uisv ille o n Saturday. 
The strike, which was only a 
lo cal tro uble, originated on account 
o f the dissatisfaction of a number 
o f the trainmen who, at the meet­ 
ing o f the trainmen held two week s 
ago , were the most bitter and out­ 
spo ken against the 
1 0 per cent re­ 
ductio n and who urged that the 
delegates selected to represent the 
trainmen at the conference with the 
o fficials of the road at Louisville 
sho uld be instructed to oppose the 
reductio n to the bitter end. 
The delegates did not return from 
Louisville as early as was expected, 
and 
in the meantime they 
were 
mo st bitter against the agreement, 
and, urged by some of the strik ing 
shopmen, succeeded in inaugurat­ 
ing a strik e. 
The delegates arrived 
ho me early yesterday morning and 
so o n after went 
into conference 
with Jhe men, to whom they gave a 
full statement of the meeting in 
Louisvile. 
The men who were the leaders in 
the tro uble Sunday night expressed 
themselv es as being disappointed at 
the result o f the conference and 
still fav o r a strike. The cooler and 
mo re reaso nable men realize the 
true state o f affairs and agreed to 
return to wo rk, which 
ended the 
tro uble. Trains have been running 
as usual since.

A TRAIN ROBBER IN HOCK. 


Barnett Has Gone to Tejras un ti 
II ill Bring Charlie Mgers 
R ack lo Missouri. 


Missouri Pacific Detective Frank 
Barnett, of this city, is in San An­ 
tonia, Tex., today, and will return 
the latter part of the week with 
Charles N. Myers, who, with Jim 
Francis, robbed a Missouri'Pacific 
train between 
Lamar, Mo., 
and 
Pleasanton, Kas., in January, 189 2. 
They were pursued by a posse 
and took refuge in a box car, from 
where they exchanged shots with 
their pursuers and in the battle 
Francis was shot and k illed. 
Myers was wounded and surren­ 
dered. 
He was tak en to Lamar and 
recovered from his wound in jail. 
Six week s after the robbery he was 
released on bond and when the case 
came to trial he could not be found. 
An alias warrant and a reward of 
$ 100 was issued for his arrest, but 
the Lamar authorities could secure 
no trace of him. 
He was arrested 
in Texas about the 1st of August, 
and Mr. Barnett will bring him 
back to Missouri for prosecution. 
Francis, who was associated with 
Myers in the robbery near Lamar, 
had been, a few months before,con­ 
nected with a $ 40,000 train robbery 
at Glendale, near St. Louis. 
With 
him at 
Glendale 
were 
Marion 
Hedgepeth, Adelbert Slye, “ Dink ” 
Wilson and another man. 
Slye is 
now in the Jefferson City peniten­ 
tiary and Hedgepeth is in jail in St. 
Louis. 
Francis went to Kansas City after 
the robbery and hid in the home of 
his mother-in-law in Kansas City, 
Kan. 
Chief Speers located him 
and found that Francis’ wife had 
rented and furnished a house near 
Sixteenth and Tracy in Kansas City. 
Francis had disappeared, but both 
houses were watched. 
Detectives were quartered in the 
I racy avenue house under instruc­ 
tions from the chief awaiting for 
Francis to appear. 
Instead there 
came the news of his death while 
trying to escape arrest. 
Myers at the time lived in Kan­ 
sas City. 
He has not, however, 
been there since jumping his bail at 
Lamar. 
His wife still lives in Kan­ 
sas City and is now k eeping a 
boarding house on the west side. 
Myers is k nown to be one of the 
toughest characters in the west, and 
Detective Barnett will have him se­ 
curely shack led to prevent the pos­ 
sibility of escape while en route to 
Missouri.

The duk e, who is a general in the 
Bavarian army, was born in 1839 , and 
is a brother of the empress of Austria. 
In 1874 he married as his second wife 
the Princess M aria Joseph of Bragan- 
za, who assists him in his charitable 
work .
